Secretary, of State, whieh Message was read at the 
Clerk’s table, and is as follows, to wit: - l 
“Fellow Citizens of the Senate, y l 
and ofthe House of Representalives.- 
You are assembled, under ‘the ‘provisions of 
the Constitution, to deliberate on the great con- 
cerns of the state. Coming from the different sec- 
tions, you are acquainted withthe sentiments of 
your constituents im relation to the. most prominent 
subjects of consideration, which will greatly- aid 
you in the discharge ofa trust so important and in- 
teresting. Thus enliglitened by the. voice of the 
people, a spirit of amity and’ mutual forbearance; is 
all that is necessary in the progress.of your delibe- 
rations, to cfown your: labors with lasting benefits- 
to our-common country. It would be unreasonable 
_to expect unanimity, of sentiment on all subjectss. 
but there would seem to be propriety in examining a’ 
measure proposed, not with a view of ascertaining 
whether a particular town or county: would be ben- 
efited or injured by it,-but exclusively as to its ef- 
fects upon the true and permanent interests of the- 
state. A course of this kind will banish sectional 
jealousies- and local feelings; those never failing 
sources of inquietude which so often disturb the har- 
mony oflegislations From me you may expect all 
the information my situation enables me to afford,, 
anda sincere and cordial co-operation, in, every 
thing which may-serve to advance the- prosperity: 
and happiness of the great body of the people. l 
I have the satisfaction of communicating to you, ` 
that the condition of our circulating’ medium has- 
greatly improved sincé your last session: that the 
difference between bank paper and specie, which 
„a year ago, was at least-twenty-five per cent, -is new 
not more than four or-five per cent. that there is 
no doubtof the entire solvency of the Banks, or'of 
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their ability to redeem their notes with specie; tå? 
do which, at an early day, is understood to, bé: the 
infention of the Directors of. those institutions, - 
The moment of the restoration of a sound’and dura: ° 
Ble currency, ought tobe hailed as a ‘jubilee to the 
state, and the earhest prayer of ali should be, that 
we may never again experience the evils of depre- 
ciated Bank paper, and that our citizens may pur- 
sue steadily,.a system of indistry and economy, 
which will lead to wealth: and prosperity, without 
the aid of Tòans from Banks, or otherwise; “always 
ruinous tothe best interests of the agriculftraf part 
of the community. I mention the situation of the 
Banks as-a subject of congratulation tö our country, 
and not-as one at this time requiring legislative in- 
terposition; particularly as- the ‘persons having thé 
management of those institutionsare unremitting i 
their exertions to restore a spécie circulation. 

ln-this country, where the Militia consfituté our 
principal reliance in time of peace, as well as at the 
commencement of war. their eficient” ofganization 
cannot but presente strong claim to your consider+- 
ation. 

When we take into view the obligations of every- 
citizen to become acquainted with ‘the duties ofa- 
soldier, we cannot but regret, that a system has not’ 
been heretoforé adoptéd by Congress, in whom the 
powers are completely vested, calculated to promote: 
the discipline and’ respectability of the militia of 
the United Statés: Their negléct, however, only 
makes it the more necessary. that we should act 
with energy on the subject; particularly as the de- 
ficiency ofour present militia laws is too obvious to 
be urged. Those who have witnessed -our Regi- 
mental, Battalion’ and Company Musters, can bear 
ample testimony to this truth. At.those -places no 
advancement is made in a knowledge ‘of discipline, 
and the consequences of attending them are, Joss of 
time, loss of money, and in numerous instances, thë 
acquisition of dissipated- habits; and certainly no*- 


ka 
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increase of moral characters- I` cannot, therefore, 
withhold the opinion, that it would be, better to re~ 
peal dur present- laws entirely, unless they can be- 
amended, so as to make the«militia what, it is very 
desirable they should be, the. real bulwark and de-. 
fence of our liberties. Courage, stimulated by the 
lave of country, and aided by accidental circum. 
stances, has given occasional yictories to undiscip- 
Hined militia; but it "would be- folly to urge, that 
` this species of troops- can be relied on, when opposed 
to regular soldiers, whose skill in the art of-war, . 
and confidence in, each other, constitute their glory 
and'power. Nevertheless,.it is equally truejthat if 
your militia are properly organized and well discip- 
lined, commanded by officersavho have acquired a 
knowledge of, and will discharge their duty, they 
will be found extremely useful in any war, in which 
ceur epuntry may unhappily be engaged. . The plan 
of organization which has always-received my de- 
cided approbation, and'one which I conceive to be< 


best calculated to give usefulness to the militia,.is - 


to form them into three classes. . The first class to 
consist of young-men from. the age of eighteen to 
twenty-five years. The other-two classes_ to be 
composed of the balance of the enrolled: militia, of 
whom, except in time of-war, no other duties should 
be required than-to meettwice a year for the pur- 
pose of calling-the roll, and to make returfs of their 
-strength.and condition. The first class should pa- 
rade monthly, dressed in-a plain cheap uniform; and 
the arms furnished by the -United States for the 
militia, should be appropriated exclusively far their 
use. - A portion of this class should- moreover be re- 
quired to encamp together once a year, in the cen- 
ire of brigades, ten days ortwo weeks, at such sea- 
son.as would best suit the agricultural interest, for 
the parpose of being trained inallthe dutics of tbe- 


field and camp, incident to an active . campaign.. Hf . 


an organization of this kind takes place, the militia 
in truth will prove to be the faithful guardians of 
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‘our lilerties, and usefül defenders of their count79, - 
in the event of war. 
Iam impelled by a sense of duty, again to call 
your attention tovur Judicial system; though I feel 
“much delicacy in saying any thing-in relation to it. 
ft is a subjeet on which the Generat Assembly should 
always legislate with much caution and delibera- 
tion. Fdo not forgat that it has received a portion 
‘of your attention, and undergéne some alterations 
at each session for several years past. Nor am I un- 
mindful that it is-always fair to test the value of one 
system, before another is adopted. This rule-is par- 
ticularly applicable to the Judiciary, which ought 
to be stable in its character, so as to insure uniform- 
ity and independence indecision. Still it ought al- 
‘soto be remembered that the- changes which have 
been lately made, amounted:to ‘only -partial modif- 
cations of the old system, and not to the ‘adoption of 
a new one. Public opinion appears te call for a- 
consideration of this subjects and it is greatly dest- 
rable that a change, if any, should be extensive in 
its charactér, paying due ‘regard tó the: principlés - 
of the Constitution, and of good government on the 
one hand, and to the evils ‘of-the present system on 
the other. The more I-have conversed wil those 
whose habits and studies lead*them to the investiga. 
tion of this subject; the more I have reflected on it, 
the better lam satisfied with the propriety of ‘the 
course Í have heretofore proposed,and I again re» 
conimend its adoption. Theleading features of the 
plan, are: One Court only, to try Jury causes— 
an able Court of the last resort, to decide on all 
questions of law; having no original-jarisdiction- and 
to sitin very faw places, and a separate Court of 
Equity. Itis confidently bélieyed thatifa-plan of 
‘this kind could be adopted, while it would secure 
the more speedy and correct determination of cau- 
~s$es, would be much less expensive both to the pub- 
‘lic and to the suitor, and would at: the same time, 


densume in itsopcration mach less of the time-df — 
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ise latter, thereby enabling him the better to attenĝ 
. to his other interests. 


The great objects which all well regulated gov- 


ernments have sought to attain, in the enactment of 
criminal laws, have been the prevention of crimes, 
and the reformation of culprits. And if may-he 
assumed as an- undeniable fact, that these ends are 
~best secured by laws mild in their character, but 
speedy, certain and equitable in their admipistra- 
tion. To secure these valuable purposes,a revisiqn 
ofour criminal Jaws, and the establishment ofa Pen- 
itentiary, are thought to..be,advisable. -The ex- 


pense: attending the -ereetion. of, a ‘Penitentiary, | 
which has heretofore formed.the principal objection _ 


is entitled tolittle weight, when properly examined 
and- understood. Certainly,a. considerable sum of 
money. would be necessary for that purpose; buat it 
is a fact susceptible of the, clearest, proof, that the 


amount paid by the. state, for the confinement of- 


criminals, afler conviction, would, in- the course of 
afew years, at most, be sufficient to build a Peni- 
tentiary: and when completed, if judiciously mana- 
ged,it. would defray its own, expense, by the labor 
of cuJpnts. i In any steps which may be-taken in 
, this matter, we can derive great advantage from the 


experience of others. . Reports ¢an “be procured 


from the different penitentiaries, now in the United 
States, furnishing all the information which may be 
desired. This would enable us to adopt that plan 
which has obtained the most general sanction. The 
subject is presented to your consideration from 2 
full conviction, that the happiness of society will be 


more secure, and the ends of jastice and humanity | 


better advanced, by condemning the guilty to solita- 
ry imprisonment, hard labor, and coarse diet, than 
by the disgusting public exhibitions of the enforce-. 


-ment of. our criminal laws, at the;pillery and whip- ` 


-ping post. , Mi i 
A revision of the laws authorising a change of 
venue, is thought to merit your attention. -At pre» 
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“sent it is usual for persons charged with eriniinat 
offences, to put off their trial under various preten» 
ces as Jong as possible, and then apply fora charge 
of venue, upon the alleged ground that they cannot 
geta trial free from prejudice, when in fact that is 
what they often wish to avoid. The delay, ti us 
produced, in the adn nistration of justice, generally, 

‘leads to-an acquittal, even of the mast guilty; par~ 
ticularly, as owing to various circumstances, it is 
found difficult to procure the attendance of all the 
material witnessesina distant cou~.ty,.and the state 
is obliged te proceed with the trial without being 
entirely ready. An additional evil is, that it impo- 
ses a charge of from ten to fiftcen thousand dollars 
upon the state. I submit for your consideration, 
whether it would not be proper that applications 
for change of venue should be made at the first trial 
terms and the fact that a fair and impartial trial- 
could aot be had in the county where the suil may 
have been commenced, should be supported by the 

-evidence of disinterested and respectable persons. 

‘For can ìt be admitted that a man’s oath is entitled 
to the usual credit, who believes that his: life is in 
danger, or thatan ignominious punishment is the 

. consequence of his conviction! 

‘Inthe month of April last, T received a letter 
from His Excellency the Governor of Kentucky, in- 
forming me, that that state had passed a law, acc- 
-py af which be enclosed, and which is herewith laid 
before vou, appropriating the vacant lands, in the 
state of Tennessee, belonging to that state, between 
Walker’s line and the Jine of latitude 36 deg. 30 
min. as agreed upon by the treaty of 1820, settling 
the boundaries between the two states; cand tha: a’ 
Surveyor had been appointed fo run the latter line 
from Tennessee river'to the top of Cumberiand 
mountains and requesting a corresponding appoint- 
ment an the part of Tennessee, with a viewto a sat- 
isfactory and correct ascertainment of the Hire: — 
As, however, no authoritytvas vested in ‘the Execu- 


tive, either by the treaty or otherwise, I-was.unz- 
ble tomeet the views,of Kentucky in that respect,and 
the line, as established by Alexander and. Munsal, 
somè years ago, has been run by the Kentucky Sur- 
veyor,, without any participation on the part of this 
state. It-is. for you to determine the course to be 
pursued in this matter; and if -you are -satisfied 
with the line, as run -by the Kentucky Surveyor, 
there would seem nothing left for your consideration 
but to make provision for refunding the money for 
-Lands entered by our citizens, under the act of 1893, 
to which Kentucky has an indubitable right, by the 
_ treaty of boundary. Your early attention to this 
business will lead to acorrect understanding of the 
rights of the parties interested, and_prevent unplea- 
- sant little quarrels, which the present unsettled state 
of things 1s almost certain to produce, between the 


inhabitants living on the borders of the two states.. 


J was much gratified-in the opportunity afforded, 
of carrying into effect, the resolutions of the last 
session, unanimously adopted, in relation to the re- 
ception of General Lafayette.

the utmost alacrity; having spared no Cxpénse in 
equipping themselves in the most beautiful style. 
Their orderly conduct, during twelve days they 


were encamped ip the vicinity of Nashville; the | 


improvement they made in discipline; and, above 

all, the correctness with which they discharged their 

duty, on the day of the General's arrival, entitle 
B 
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them to the sincere thanks‘ and gratildde-of the 
state. The sum expended on that memorable ocea- 


sion, an.qunts to only thirty four hundred and fifty- , 


two doliars and eighty seven and a half cents, the 
vouchers for which are in my possession. I request 
that you will cause them to be examined in such 
way as you may deem most proper. It is due to the 
citizens of Nashville to say, that but for their liber- 
ality, the expenditure would necessarily have been 
much greater. A few ofthe Commission Merchants 
voluntarily furnished abundance of Sugar, Coffee, 
and many other articles, for the use of the valun- 
teers. Other persons contributed in various ways; 
and all seemed actuated by a laudable desire to proe 
mote unanimity and harmony of feeling, which that 
extraordinary occasion so eminently required. 

I cannot forbear expressing the opinion that the 


time has arrived when Tennessee should take an | 


immediate interest in the adoption of scme plan to 
promote internal improvements; a number of our 
sister states are actually employed in this way— 
and when we consider the vast advantage which our 


agricultural and commercial interests would derive . 


from such improvements, we are led to hope, thatat 
least, the incorporation of companies for the con~ 
struction of roads, will not be objected to; and that a 
sum will be appropriated sufficient to employ engi- 
neers to ascertain the probable expense of clearing 
out our principal navigable rivers. 

It is pleasing to reflect on the prosperous and hapa 
py condition of the state:—QOur citizens are no lon- 
ger oppressed by pecuniary embarrassments; they 
have been relieved hy economy and their own ex- 
ertions, and not by the passing of laws interfering 
between debtor and creditor, which never fail to in- 
jure the interests of both, Our population is in- 
creasing with astonishing rapidity: we enjoy an un- 
usual portion of good health, and our fruitful soil 
turnishes abundance to reward the labour of ihe_ 
husbandman, : 
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Por these blessings and all others, we are indebt 
éd to beneficent Providence, to whom-we must look- 
for every good and perfect gift. |

The Speaker shall in all cases, require those 
who are in favour of the passage of a bill, resolution, 
or motion, to say aye, and those who are against it, 
to say, no; and ia all cases, when-the Speaker doubts 
whether the ayes or noes have it, he> shall-request 
those wha are in favour ofthe passage of the bill, or 
the adoption of a resolution or-metion, to ehew their 
assent by keeping their seats.

“The resignation of Gen. Andrew Jackson, as a 
Senator in Congress from this state, wastakcn up 
ais accepted, and . 

Wrdered, That the same be entered on the Jour: 
nals. Itisus follows: 


Yo the Honorable the Spenker of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Tennessee. 

Two yearsago, by the unsolicited suffrage of the 
Legislature, 1 was preferred to the situation at pre- 
sentoccupied hy me, of Senator in Congress. . Prea 
serving the principle by which I had ever been go- 
yerned, “neither to seck after nor decline effice,” 
the appointment conférred was accepted. Aware 
of the practice which ‘had long prevailed, of selec- 
ting from each extreme of the state, a person fer 
the high and responsible situation of Senator, 1 feit 


regret at being brought forward to disturb a system” 


which had so long cbtained, jet,inasmuch as the 
Legislature, without any knowledge or understand- 
ing on my part, had called me to the situation, it 
was impossible to withhold my consent, and accor: 
dingly, the appointment was, though reluctantly, 
accepted, not however, without ifs being professed 
by my friends, that» longer term of service than 
one congress, would neither be required or expect- 
ed. That service has been performed. I was still 
pondering, and in doubt, whether exceptians to my 
resignation, might not be taken, and if it m’ght rot 
be proper for me to execute the full term which 
you had assigned me, when my mind was brought 
io a conclusion by some fate proceedings of your 
awn. and a determination formed to surrender ima 
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mediately back into your hands, the responsible trust 
you had heretofore confided, .. 

One, inducement. to my determination is, that 
travelling to the city of Washington twice a year 
imposes no; inconsiderable fatigue; and al:shough 
this is a miner consideration, and one which I would 

have met with cheerfulness, if business’ involving 
the interest of our happy country, had required the 
exertion, , Yet I am. aware of nothing of great na- 
tional importance, which is likely tọ come before 
Congress, excepting a sabject that you have lately 
- had before your body—the amending the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, in relatión te the choirs 
öfa Chief Magistrate. Upon this matter, I greatly 
d ubted whether it might not-bemy duty again 47 
Appear inthe Senate, and extend my- feeble aid te- 
- Wards producingan alteration, in which great inter- 
est with the people of the United States exists;

self. Imputations thus made would be extremely 
irksome toany person of Virtuous and independent 
feelings. ‘They would certainly prove so to më, 
amd hence the determination to retire ftoni a situa- 
tion wirere strong suspicions might at least attach, 
-and with great seeming propriety. - hasten there- 
fore to tender this my resignation, inte théhands of 
‘ those who conferred it; that in the exercise of their 
constitutional rights, they may confide it to some one 
deserving their contidence and apprebation. 
Being about to retire again to private ‘life, it- is 
probably the last time, F shail have an opportunity 
of addressing you. ‘Permit me ther ta suggest some 
remarks upon fhe amendment which You ha¥e” pro- 
< posed to the constitution of the United States. Our 
political fabric being regulated by checks and hal- 
ances, where experiente assures us, that those which 
have been resorted to are inefficient, or that how- 
ever well their boundaries have been defined on the 
rchment of the constitution, some #ew barrier to 
‘the encroachments of power or corruption in any 
of the departments of Government, is heces#ary, ‘a 
corrective should be applied: and under such cir- 
cumstances, it is the duty of the people to see, that 
one is provided. -There is no trath more sacred in 
“politics, and none more conclusively stamped upon 
all the state cons{itutions, as‘welf as the federal 
constitution, than that which requires the three 
reat departments of power—the Legislative, JÈ 
dicia] and Executive, to be kept: separate and’ à- 
part. But simple and manifest aa this truth is, the 
Wiculty of arming it, in practice with constitution- 
al resir. ints, still remains, and presents a-question 
a whether the wisdom and virtue of the present géh- 
eration, with a view to amendment in this imper- 
fant matter, may not be usefully employed. Grati- 
tude to the founders of our happy govertiment can- 
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& 
not be lessctied by honest efforts. on our part .to 
_improyé, or ratber -to.-fortify-the blessings which 
have beén transmitted to us, with such additional 
guards as experience has proved: to be necessary. 
Upon this principle [ venture fully to’ accord with 
youw in the contemplated: change proposed tọ- the 
constitution;. and indeed would ga farther. With a 
view to sustain more effectually in practice, the axi- 
-omwhich divides the three great classes of power jn-- 
t independent constitutional cheeks, 1 would impose 
a provisjon-rendering any member of congréss ineli- 
gible to office under the general government, during 
the term for whieh he was elected,.and for two years: 
thereafter, except iq eases of Judicial .cflicc; and- 
these -I-would except, for the reason that vacancies 


in this departmentare not of frequent occurrences — 


and because ne barrier shauld be interposed. in soli- 
citing te the bench, men of the firstrate talents and 
integrity. . Fheir trusts:.and-dulies being of the 
most responsible kind,: ihe .widest possible range 
should be permitted,-that judicious and safe selec- 
tions might-be made.- The politician may err; yet 
his error may be presently retrieved, and no consid- 
erable injury result; but with Judges, particularly 
ig the: last resort, error ‘is fatal, because without a- 
remedy. # é. i Bee l ‘ 
The effect of such- a. constitutional proviston is ` 
obvious by it, Congress, in a considerable .dégree, 
would he freed fram that connection with the Exc- 
, cutive Department, which/at present, gives strong 
ground of apprehension and jealousy on the part of 
the peoples. Members, instead of being liable ta be — 
. withdrawn from legislating pn the great interest of 
the nation, though prospects -of Executive patron- 
age, would be more liberally-confided in - by*their - 
constituents; while- their vigilénce would be less< 
interrupted by party-feeling; and party excitement.- 
Calculations from intrigue and management would’ 
fail; nor would their deliberations, onthe inyesti-- 
gation of subjects. consume so much time,- The- 
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morals of the tountry would be improvéd; and 
virtue, uniting with the Jabors of the Representa- 
tives, and with the official ministers of the law would 
tend to perpetuate the honor and glory of the go- 
` vernment. B n 
_But if this change, in the constitation shold not 


be obtained, and important appointments céntinue -` 


to devolve upon the Represtntatives in Congress, 
it requires no depth of thoaght fo be convinced, that 
eoriuption will become the order. of the day, atid 
that under the garb of conscienciou? satrifices-to 
éstablish precedents for the public good, evils of 
serious importance to the freedom ənd présperity 
of the Republic, may arise. It is through this 
channel that the people may éxpect tobe attackéd 
in their constitutional sovereignty, and when tyran- 
"ny may well be apprehended to spring up, if some 
favorable emergency. Against such inroads; every 
guard ought to be interposed, and none better oc: 
curs, than that of closing the suspected atenue with 
some necessary constifational restriction. We know 
human nature to be prone to evil,-we are early 
taught to pray, that we may not be led into temp- 
tation; and hence the opinion, that by constitution- 
al provisions all avenues to temptation, on-the part 
of our political servants, should be closed. - 

My name having been before the nation for the 
office of Chief Magistrate, during the time 1 served 
as your Senator, placed me in a situation truly đe- 
Hicate; but delicate as it was,my friends do not, 
and enemies cannot, charge me with descending 
trom the independent ground thën oetcupied, ‘or 
with degrading the trust reposed in me, by intrigife- 
ing for the Presidential Chair, as your Honourable 
body, have, by a resolution, thought proper, again 
to present my name fo tlie American peopté.] must

zeven years; under which provision of the constitu. 
tion the first apportionment was made: in the year 
1799, consequently every alternate period of appor- 
tioument would occur between the’ regular ‘stated 
sessions ofthe General Assembly of this state, by 
reason whereof, it has heretofore been considered 
necessary ta-convenc extra sessionsiof the legislature, 
at a great expense to the state, which inconvenien-

Seventh. By the constitution of the United States. 
the, census atid apportionment of representation in 
congress is réquired to be made every ten years, 
which also by the formation of our constitution oc« 
curs between the period of holding the regular sta-
